The  course  of  revolutionary  events  since 
our    last   issue    lias    been     marked    by    no 
disturbance  nor  opposition  in  this  city,  nor 
in  the  provinces  so  far  as  we  are  informed. 
There  seems   to  have  been   hesitation,   at- 
tended with  threatened  opposition,  in  Bahia 
and  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  but  all  telegraphic 
information— which,  by  the   way,  is  under 
the  interested  control  of  the  revolutionary 
authorities— is  now   to  the   effect    that  the 
people   of  those  provinces,  or  states,    have 
accepted   lire   situation   and  that  their  pro- 
visional governments  have  taken  formal  and 
peaceful  possession.     In   this  city  there  are 
countless   rumors  of  secret   military  execu- 
tions of  insubordinate  sailors  and  marines 
and  a    lew   rash   citizens   who  ventured    to 
express  loo  strong  a  sympathy  for  the  over- 
thrown  monarchy,  but  we  can  not  believe 
them   true.     None  but  the  most   despotic 
and  barbarous  of  countries  would  counte- 
nance secret  executions,  even  under  military 
rule.     Such   acts  are  not  legal  executions; 
they  are  purely  cold-blooded  murders,  un- 
relieved by  even  a  semblance  of  justice  and 
necessity.     In  all  civilized    countries,   mil- 
itary trials  and  executions   are  attended  by 
all  the  publicity  possible  which  is  consistent 
with  discipline,  and  for  the  very  good  reason 
that  no  Christian   officer  or   court  cares  to 
take  the  responsibility  of  executing  a  pri- 
soner without   letting  the  world  know  the 
evidence  and  necessity   of  carrying  it  into 
effect.       For    these    reasons    we    can    not 
believe   that   the  men   forming  the  present 
provisional  government  would  care  to  have 
ihe   ineffaceable  stigma  attached    to   their 
names  ol  having  secretly  executed  any  man, 
even   for  insubordination.     In  view  of  the 
general  acquiescence  in  the  change  of  gov- 
ernment,  there  lias   been  some   relaxation 


in  military  vigilance  in  the  city,  though  the 
police  are  still  armed  with  rifles  and  young 
cadets  are  permitted  to  carry  revolvers  in 
the  street.  All  tilings  considered  there  is 
no  indication  anywhere  of  any  intention  to 
resist  the  revolution,  consequently  no  fears 
are  entertained  of  disturbance  for  the  present. 
The  real  danger  will  arise,  if  such  a  thing 
be  possible  in  Brazil,  when  the  constituent 
assembly  meets,  or  when  time  enough  has 
elapsed  to  develop  partisan  rivalries  between 
politicians  and  states.  As  might  be  ex- 
pected, the  revolution  has  brought  a  large 
number  of  adventurers  and  demagogues  to 
tile  front,  men  who  wear  their  loyalty  and 
principles  like  their  clothes,  and  these  men 
will  probably  cause  trouble.  They  will  not 
be  courageous  enough  to  fight,  but  they 
will  demoralize  the  populace,  discredit  the 
country  and  rob  their  friends.  As  for  the 
plans  and  conduct  ol  the  provisional  govern- 
ment, we  are  glad  to  say  that  they  are  worthy 
of  general  and  hearty  commendation.  The 
revolutionary  authorities  have  been  highly 
conservative  and  they  have  avoided  the  over- 
throw of  any  law  or  institution  which  might 
unsettle  confidence  and  good  order.  Thus 
far  their  conduct  merits  the  warmest  praise, 
even  where  errors  in  policy  and  authority 
have  been  made.  They  treated  the  im- 
perial family  liberally  even  when  using 
painful  harshness  in  expelling  them  from 
the  country.  They  have  decreed  the  abo- 
lition of  life  senatorships,  though  recogniz- 
ing the  tenure  of  those  now  enjoying  such 
office.  They  have  decreed  universal  suf- 
frage outside  of  the  illiterate  classes,  which 
is  wise  and  just.  They  have  promised  to 
observe  existing  contracts  and  maintain  the 
credit  of  the  country.  And  they  have  abol- 
ished the  provincial  assemblies  and  invested 
extraordinary  powers  in  the  hands  of  the 
provisional  governors  of  states.  This  last 
measure,  in  our  opinion,  goes  too  far,  for 
■it  confers  more  powers  than  the  circum- 
stances require.  This  measure,  together 
Willi  the  uncontradicted  report  that  the 
army  is  to  be  increased  to  20,000  men,  will 
do  much  to  unsettle  confidence,  for  the 
country  has  just  cause  to  fear  military  dom- 
ination and  so  absolute  a  power  in  ex- 
eculive  hands.  It  is  said  that  other  decrees 
are  contemplated,  such  as  civil  marriage, 
civil  rights,  separation  of  church  and  state! 
and  universal  naturalization.  These  meas- 
ures will  all  meet  with  hearty  approval 
except  the  last,  which  will  be  a  decided 
blunder.  Tire  foreigner  will  became 
Brazilian  citizen  when  it  suits  his  purpose 
to  do  so,  but  he  will  object  to  being  mar 
so  by  force. 


A  law  oflibel  similar  to  that  existing  in  the 
United  States,  which  does  not  punish  a  man 
for  telling  the  truth,  would  be  most  useful 
and  advantageous  to  the  country,  but  a  law 
designed  merely  to  gag  the  press  would 
convict  these  ministers  of  inconsistency  in 
the  first  place,  and  would  be  of  incalculable 
injury  to  the  republic.  Free  thought,  free 
speech  and  a  free  press  are  essential  safe- 
guards against  oppression  and  corruption, 
and  if  the  Brazilian  people  throw  them 
away  at  the  very  start,  they  may  at  once 
give  up  all  hope  of  creating  a  free  and 
progressive  government.  No  one  will  deny 
that  municipal  governments  everywhere, 
whether  in  England,  or  Russia,  or  the 
United  States,  are  specially  noted  for  cor- 
rupt practices.  We  can  not  explain  why  it 
is,  hut  it  is  a  fact  nevertheless.  And  in  two 
of  these  countries  at  least,  much  of  this 
municipal  corruption  has  been  exposed  and 
broken  up  by  the  newspapers.  As  the 
municipal  council  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  is  not 
exempt  from  the  usual  temptations  of  these 
particular  corporations,  and  as  its  record 
thus  far  is  anything  but  creditable,  it  may 
be  concluded  that  a  little  judicious  criticism 
from  the  press  will  be  wholesome  and 
necessary.  Without  it,  and  without  the 
usual  checks  imposed  upon  such  bodies  in 
other  countries,  there  is  great  danger  that 
our  aldermen  will  soon  fall  into  ways  so 
disreputable  and  corrupt  that  even  Hen- 
rique de  Carvalho  will  have  cause 'to  blush 
for  them. 


It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  municipal 
council  of  this  city,  which  was  among  the 
first  to  declare  for  a  republican  form  of  gov- 
ernment, is  also  among  the  first  to  recom- 
mend despotic  measures.  At  its  session  of 
the  23rd  inst.  a  resolution  was  introduced 
by  Alderman  Torquato  Couto  petitioning 
the  provisional  government  to  adopt  Art. 
400  of  ihe  French  penal  code  for  the  pur- 
pose of  suppressing  all  written  or  verbal 
criticisms  or  revelations  of  a  defamatory 
character,  blackmai

this  resolution,  the  aid

I„  view 
of  the  pronounced  liberal  ideas  of  Aristides 
Lobo,  minister  of  empire,  Campos  Salles 
minister  of  justice,  Ruy  Barbosa,  minister 
of  finance,  and  Quinlino  Bocayuva  min 
isler  of  foreign  affairs,  all  of  whom  have  for 
years  used  the  newspaper  as  a  medium  for 
criticism  upon  the  authorities,  we  do  not 
see  how  they  can  consider  such  a  resolu 
lion  for  a  moment.  We  do  not  believe 
that  they  will  give  it  the  slightest  thought 


There  will    be  no  difficulty   in  finding 
excuses  for   many   of  the  absurd    acts  and 
professions  which  spring  from  so  sudden 
and  radical  a  change  as  that  which  has  just 
occurred  in   the  political  institutions  of  this 
country,  but  we  doubt  whether  any  satis- 
factory excuse  ever  will  be   found  for  the 
changes  recently  announced  in  connection 
with  the  late   Emperor's  name.     Do   what 
he  will,  the  Brazilian  republican  will  never 
be  able  to  blot  out  the  name  OfD.  Pedro  II 
from  the  history  of  Brazil,  nor  will  he  be  able 
to  make  the  world  forget  that  this  country 
was  lor  sixty-seven  years  a  monarchy,  of 
which   forty-nine  years   three    months  and 
twenty-two  days  belonged  to  the  rule  of  the 
monarch    just    deposed.      Whatever    may 
have  been  his  faults,  D.  Pedro  II  must  be 
credited   with  a  warm  personal  interest  in 
the  development  of  his  country.    The  great 
railway  extending  from  this  capital  out  into 
the  provinces  of  Minas  and  S.  Paulo,  and 
which  was  built  at  so  great  a  cost  to  the 
country,  was  always  a  work  of  the  greatest 
solicitude  to  him.     How  far  the  construc- 
tion of  this  railway  was  due  to  his  personal 
interest  and  support  will  never  be  known, 
but   that  it   is   still   state    property  is    very 
largely  due  to  the  Emperor's  steady  refusal 
to   entertain  any   proposition    for    its   sale. 
He  was  accustomed  to  look  upon  il  as  the 
greatest   work    accomplished    in    his   reign, 
the  brightest,  jewel    in    his    crown;  and  for 
this  reason    he  steadfastly   refused    to   pari 
with  ,t,  no  matter  how  unprofitable  it  might 
be  proved,  nor  how  great  the  necessities  of 
the    Treasury.     Under  such  circumstances, 
the  suppression  or  his    name  in  the  title  of 
this  great  road  is  an   act  wholly  improper 
and  unjustifiable.     It  will  long  be  know  to 
the  people  as   the  "Dom  Pedro  II,"  and  it 
would  have  been  no  more  than   strict  justice 
nnd  good  taste  had  the  government  retained 
*"  "Jle.     So,  too,    with   the   Collegio   de 
Pedro  II  whose  title  has  just  been  changed 
to  that  of  "Instituto  Nacional  de  Instruct^ 
Secundaria."     It  would  have  been    proper 
andjust  to  have  retained  the  old  name  in 
connection  with  this  institution.    The  late 
Emperor  always  took   a    deep   interest    in 
educational  matters,  and  although  his  own 
attainments  were  universally  over-estimated, 
«  was  so  much  of  a  student  and  had  so 
;reat  an    interest    in    the    development    of 
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blic  instruction  in  Brazil  that  it  would 
have  been  exceptionally  appropriate  to  have 
honored  his  name  in-  this  manner.  Add  to 
this  the  proposition  to  remove  his  statue 
from  the  department  of  agriculture  to  one  of 
the  lumber-rooms  of  the  national  museum, 
and  we  have  a  record  ol  which  the  Brazil- 
ian people  will  one  day  feel  ashamed.  The 
late  Emperor  was  not  a  tyrant,  nor  a  reac- 
tionary sovereign.  The  people  have  always 
had  full  liberty  so  far  as  he  was  concerned 
to  improve  their  laws  and  material  condi- 
tion. A  great  part  of  the  bad  government 
from  which  Brazil  has  suffered  so  much, 
has  been  due  wholly  to  the  bigotry,  ignor- 
ance and  reactionary  tendencies  of  legislat- 
ors and  it  is  therefore  grossly  unjust  to 
now  throw  ignominy  on  the  name  of  one 
unfortunate  man  for  the  faults  of  others. 
We  have  still  to  see  how  far  his  successors 
will  improve  on  his  acts  and  methods. 


STATE    GOVERNMENTS. 

On  the  following  tiny  appeared  Hie  following 
important  decree  (No.  7,  20th  November),  provid- 
ng  for  the  dissolution  nf  all  the  provincial  assem- 
bles and  the  deposit  ol  extraordinary  powers  in 
the  hands  of  the  provisional  governors  of  the 
stales  :

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IHE  REVOLUTION. 
The  events  of  the  past  week  have  been  almost 
wholly  confined  to  the  organization  of  the  provi- 
sional government,  and  to  necessary  preparations 
for  the  establishment  of  the  republic.  On  the  [6th, 
before  leaving  this  cily,  the  Conde  d'Eu  resigned 
his  military  command  in  the  following  terms : 

CONDE    D'iCU'S    RESIGNATION    AND    FAREWELL. 
Rio  de  Janeiro,  16U1  November,  [889. 
Most  Illustrious  and  Most  Excellent  Sir: 
I  ask  jour  excellency  lo  grant  me  my  exonera- 
tion from  the  position  of  commandant   general  of 
artillery,  which  I  have  filled  since  19th  November, 
1S65,  and  permission  lo  retire  from  the  country. 

My  conscience  tells  me  that  I  have  always  loy- 
ally served  the  Brazilian  nation  to  the  extent  of 
my  capacity  and  intelligence  and  that  I  have 
endeavored  to  observe  justice  towards  my  com- 
mand. From  it,  together  with  all  my  comrades  of 
the  Brazilian  army,  [  take  a  heartfelt  farewell. 

Were  it  not  that  circumstances,  much  against 
my  will,  oblige  me  to  leave  the  country  and  which 
are  not  unknown  to  your  excellency,  I  would  be 
ready  to  continue  to  serve  under  any  form  of  gov- 
ernment the  nation  that  for  so  many  years  has 
received  me  to  its  bosom,  bestowing  honors  upon 
me,  and  filling  me  with  undying  regrets,  and  whose 
prosperity  and  glory  will  always  he  one  of  my 
most  ardent  desires.  May  God  preserve  Y.  Ex. 
Illin.  Sr.  Lt.  Col.  Benjamin  Constant  Botelho  de 
Magalhaes,  Minister  ol  War-.  -  Gastao  tie  Orleans, 
(Conde  d'Eu)  Marshal  ol  the  Brazilian  Army. 

After  the  arrival  of  the  Parnahyba  at  "ilha 
Grande,  with  the  Imperial  family  on  board,  the 
Conde  d'Eu  wrote  the  following  touching  farewell 
to  the  people  among  whom  he  lias  liveclso  long 
and  for  whom  he  had  fought  as  devotedly  as 
though  it  bad  been  his  native  land  : 

To  the  Brazilians.- -To  all  friends  who  in  ibis 
land  have  favored  me  with  their  sincere  and  deeply 
prized  affection,  to  the  comrades  that  with  me 
long  years  ago  shrived  the  hardships  of  a  life  in  the 
field,  affording  me  incalculable  assistance  to  the 
advantage  of  the  honor  and  safety  of  the  Brazilian 
fatherland;  to  all  that  up  lo  a  short  lime  ago 
deigned  to  labor  with  me,  in  military  and  civil 
life,  to  all  those  whom  in  nearly  all  the  provinces 
of  Brazil  I  owe  innumerable  attentions  and  gener- 
ous hospitality,  and  lo  all  Brazilians  in  general  a 
most  heartfelt  farewell  and  the  most  sincere 
gratitude  ! 

I  hold  rancour  against  none,  nor  does  my  cons- 
cience accuse  me  of  having  wittingly  done  wrong 
to  anyone.  I  have  always  sought  to  loyally  serve 
Brazil  to  the  extent  of  my  capacity. 

I    excuse    unjust     accusations    and    unfounded 
opinions  of  which  I  have  been  the  object  at  times. 
To  all  I  offer  my  services  at  any  point  to  which 
destiny  may  conduct  me. 

Willi  the  most  profound  regret  and  intense  sor- 
row I  withdraw  irom  that  country  lo  which  I  owe 
in  the  domestic  circle  or  in  public  labors  so  many 
happy  days  and  moments  ol  inextinguishable  re- 
collection. 

In  these  sentiments  I  am  joined  by  my  much 
beloved  wife  and  oar  young  children,  who,  over- 
whelmed in  tears  with  us,  to-day  commence  the 
voyage  of  exile. 

May  God  grant  that  even  from  afar  it  may  he 
permitted  to  me  to  be  of  some  utility  to  Brazilians 
and  lo  Brazil.

QUALIFICATION  OF  ELECTORS. 
As  a  preliminary  step  to  the  calling  of  a  cons- 
tituent assembly  for  the  adoption  of  a  nnw  constitu- 
tion the  provisional  government  issued  the  following 
decree  on  the  19th,  determining  the  qualification  of 
electors  under  the  republic: 

Art.  /.—All  Brazilian  citizens  will  be  considered 
electors  for  general,  provincial  and  municipal 
chambers,  in  the  enjoyment  of  their  civil  and 
political  rights,  who  can   read  ami  write. 

Art.  3.—  The  minister  of  the  interior  will  oppor- 
tunely issue  instructions  and  organize  regulations 
for  qualification  and  the  electoral  process. 

Art,  3.  —  Dispositions  to  the  contrary  are  re- 
vALv&.—Monoet  Deodoro  dct  Ftmseea,  Arislides  da 
Siheha  Lobo,  liny  Barbosa,  Manoel  Ferrm  de 
Campos  Salles,  Quhttino.  Bocayuva.  Benjamin 
Constant  Boteiho  de  Mag.dhaes,  Eduardo  Wait- 
denkolk.

$  4- — To  determine  the  public  expenditure  of 
llie  stale  and  to  create  and  collect  Ihe  taxes  neces- 
sary iherelor,  insomuch  as  these  do  not  prejudice 
the  general  taxes  of  the  United  States  of  Brazil; 

y  5. — To  supervise  the  employment  of  the  pub- 
lie  revenue  of  the  state  anil  ihe  account  of  its 
expenditure; 

§  6. — To  create  places,  lo  fill  these  by  suitable 
nominees,  ami  to  fix  lor  these  their  remuneration  ; 
§  7. — To  decree  public  works  and  make  provi- 
sion as  to  roads  and  navigation  in  ihe  interior  of 
the  state;  as  to  the  edifices  of  prisons,  their  labor 
system,  correctives  and  regimen;  as  lo  establish- 
ments of  public  assistance  and  all  political  or 
religious  associations; 

6  S. — To  form  the  indispensihle  and  necessary 
police  force  and  to  provide  for  its  enlistment, 
organization  and  discipline,  in  accord  with  llie 
federal  government ; 

§  9. — To  appoint,  suspend  ami  dismiss  public 
employes  ol  the  respective  stales,  with  ihe  ex- 
ception of  perpetual  magistrates,  who  may  be 
suspended  to  be  duly  prosecuted  and  punished  with 
the  necessary  appeal  to  the  government; 

§  10. —To  contract  debts  and  regulate  llie  pay- 
ment of  interest  and  sinking  fund,  dependent 
upon  Ihe  approval  of  the  federal  government ; 

§  11. — To  regulale  the  administration  of  pro- 
perties of  (he  stale  and  to  authorize  the  sale  of 
such  as  il  is  not  necessary  to  retain,  bill  this  to  be 
made  by  public  competition; 

y  12. — To  promote  Ihe  organization  of  slate 
statistics,  llie  catechesis  and  civilization  of  the 
aborigines,  and  ihe  establishment  of  colonies; 

y  13. — To  give  notice  lo  the  federal  power 
against  laws,  resolutions  and  acts  of  other  slates 
of  the  Union  which  attack  the  rights  of  the  res- 
pective stale. 

Art,  3. —  The  Pro  visional  Federal  Government 
reserves  10  itself  the  right  to  restrict,  enlarge  and 
suppress  any  of  the  powers  which  by  the  present 
decree  are  conferred  upon  the  provisional  governors 
of  slales,  with  power  also  to  substitute  them  in 
accordance  with  expediency,  in  llie  present  period 
of  national  reconstruction,  as  lo  the  public  weal, 
and  to  the  peace  and  rights  of  the  people.

—  Il  is  said  that  Viseomle  do  (turn  Prelo  will 
publish  a  manifesto  as  soon  as  he  is  safely  landed 
in  Europe.  It  will  take  several  documents  of  thai 
character  to  cover  up  his  blunders  and  inlricues, 

—  According  to  a  local  colleague  200  physicians 
have  waiteil  on  the  minister  of  war  and  offered 
their  services,  intellectual  and  mat 
eminent.  No  one  hopes  these 
requisite  to  the  republic,  al   leasl  not  immediately 

—The  declaration  of  the  republic  appears  to  havi 
developed  military  ideas  among  llie  civilian  popula 
lion.  Volunteer  organisations  are  almost  iunumer 
able  in  Rio,  comprising  students  of  ihe  variou 
colleges,  lads  from  (lie  schools,  and  even  foreigi 
battalions  are  being  formed, 

-Even  the  great  Bezerra  de  Menezcs  and  tin 
celebrated  Henrique  de  Carv.ilho,  both  of  alder 
manic  lame,  now  declare  that  Ihey  are  nol  mil; 
republicans  (with  the  hand  over  llie  liearl),  bu'l 
have  always  been  so.  There  is  an  astonishing 
amount  of  driftwood  on  this  new  Hood  ! 

—A  report  is  mentioned  llial  ihe  government 
will  appoint  Barrio  de  Ladario  lo  the  post  of 
superintendent  of  the  war  vessels  building  for 
Brazil  in  Europe  as  soon  as  he  has  sufficiently 
recovered  from  his  wounds.  The  baron's  conduct 
in  the  revolution  has  llie 'outspoken  admiration  of 
many  republicans. 

—The  horse  ridden  by  Gen.  Deodoro  on  the 
151I1  is  lo  be  purchased  by  the  officers  ol  ihe  ist 
cavalry,  who  propose  lo  preserve  il  as  a  memento. 
That  ridden  by  Sr.  Bocayuva,  the  minister  of  for- 
eign affairs,  has  been  purchased  by  Conde  de 
S.  Salvador  de  Matlozinhos,  who  will  permit  the 
animal  to  enjoy  a  life  of  ease  and  dignity. 

—A  telegram  from  Para  on  ihe  21st  says  ihe 
press  there  is  advocating  llie  election  or  acclama- 
tion of  stale  governors  by  the  people,  the  army 
and  the  navy.  This  would  appear  lo  be  a  protest 
against  the  appointment  of  delegates  of  the  general 
government,  but  is  loo  early.  Each  stale  can  elect 
its  governor  when  Ihe  lime  for  this  arrives. 

—The  late  premier,  Visconde  de  Ouro  Prelo, 
with  his  family,  and  Ins  son  Sr.  Alfonso  Celso  )r. 
and  family,  left  Rio  by  Ihe  Ger.  str.  Montevideo  on 
the  191I1.  The  Visconde  was  escorted,  or  guarded, 
by  a  cavalry  detachment  from  the  barracks  where 
he  has  been  detained,  to  the  war  arsenal  where  he 
embarked.  Many  personal  friends  arc  said  lo 
have  taken  leave  of  him. 

—The  minister  of  the  United  Slales  of  America 
informed  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs  under  date 
of  the  20th  thai,  acting  under  instructions  from  ihe 
Washington  government,  he  would  maintain  dip- 
lomatic relations  with  the  Brazilian  republic  and 
asked  for  a  day  lo  be  appointed  on  which  he  could 
personally  pay  his  respects  to  the  minister  and  to 
Gen.  Deodoro,  llie  chief  of  stale. 

—On  the  morning  of  the  15th  the  Diario  Mer. 
cantiloi  S.  Paulo  appeared  with  an  editorial  nole 
announcing  the  proposed  celebration  of  I).  Pedro 
IPs  "Jubilee"  next  year,  and  cordially  endorsing 
the    project.      The   seini-cenieiinial    anniversary    of 

the  Emperor's  ass ptiou  of  power  will  take  place 

on  July  23,  1S90,  and  the  governmenl  iiad  begun 
to  consider  plans  lor  its  celebration, 

—On  receipl  of  the  news  al  Bahia  of  the  change 
in  ihe  form  of  governmenl  consequent  on  ihe 
revolution,  llie  president  of  ihe  province  and  [lie 
municipal  chamber  declined  lo  accepl  the  new 
regime  and  decided  lo  nolify  the  public  of  Rio  of 
their  decision  through  the  press.  A  telegram  is 
said  to  have  been  sent  on  the  loth,  but  whelher  it 
was  suppressed,  or  never  senl,  remains  in  doubt. 
It  was  never  published  by  any  of  the  Rio  press. 


— The  Chilian  minister  has  also  received  in- 
structions to  recognize  ihe  Brazilian  republic. 

—It  appears  from  a  local  colleague  lhal  Visconde 
de  Ouro  Prelo  was  not  exiled  by  the  government.' 
lie  left  for  Europe,  notwithstanding  his  destination 
is  Hamburg  and  the  season  mid-winter,  of  his  own 
free  will. 

— On  the  20th  ihe  minister  of  justice  dissolved 
the  commission  employed  in  the  organization  of  a 
civil  code,  in  consideration  thai  for  the  future  it 
will  pertain  to  each  slate  of  the  republic  to  regulate 
the  civil  rights  of  ils  citizens. 

— A  lelegram  dated  Buenos  Aires  on  the  20lh 
and  signed  Jose- J.  liiedma,  salutes  the  provisional 
government  in  name  of  ihe  people  of  Palagonia. 
With  Patagonia  endorsing  the  Brazilian  republic, 
all  doubts  as  lo  its  safely  should  be  allayed.  . 

—The  governments  of  ihe  Argentine  Republic 
and  of  Uruguay,  through  their  representatives 
here,  also  recognized  the  Brazilian  republic  on  the 
20th.  A  manifestation  was  organized  and  Sis. 
Moreno  and  Vidal,  the  Argentine  and  Uruguayan 
ministers,  addressed  the  procession  from  one  of  the 
windows  of  the  national  printing  office, 

—  Upon  the  arrest  of  Sr.  Silveira  Martins  at 
Sla,  Catbarina,  by  order  of  the  government,  on 
board  Ihe  sir.  A'io  Pardo,  many  of  his  friends  en- 
deavored to  induce  the  captain  of  llie  steamer  lo 
resist,  and  Hun  back  lo  Rio  Grande,  but  he  re- 
fused. Sr.  Silveira  Marlins  made  no  objection  to 
surrendering,  bul  his  friends  left  the  steamer  and 
relurned  lo  Rio  Grande  by  ihe  first  opportunity. 
There    is    said    lo    be    great   dfcsalisfaciion    in    Rio

t  doubtless  il  can  he 
readily  explained.  After  the  supposed  atiempl  on 
the  Emperor's  life  on  July  151I1  last,  the  Portu- 
guese colony  of  this  cily  simply  quarreled  for  pre- 
cedence in  offering  congratulations  lo  His  Majesty 
and  in  affirming  their  faith  in  monarchical  instilu- 
lions.  Now  Ihey  arc  literally  falling  over  each 
other  in  their  haste  to  declare  themselves  republi- 
cans. Evidently  consistency  is  a  jewel  rarely  worn 
in  Brazil  ! 

—The  new  flag,  adopted  by  a  decree  of  the 
provisional  government  on  ihe  19th  insl.,  will 
resemble  the  old  flag  in  ils  main  fealures— a  green 
field  with  a  large  yellow  lozenge  in  ihe  centre. 
The  imperial  coal  of  arms,  however,  will  be  subs- 
tituled  hy  a  bine  celestial  sphere,  placed  in  the 
centre  ol  the  lozenge,  which  will  be  crossed  diagon- 
ally (descending  to  the  right)  by  a  while  band 
bearing  the  motto  "Ovdem  e  Progresso."  The 
celestial  field  will  be  filled  by  21  white  stars,  five 
of  which  in  the  lower  section  will  be  arranged  to 
represent  llie  "Southern  Cross,"  and  the  re- 
mainder arranged  about  this  constellation  in  their 
true  astronomical  order.

TUB  POSITION  OF  COFFEE, 

We  have  been  favored  by  Mr.  Anion  Hvistend- 
ahl  with  lifs  review  oi  Hie  position  of  coffee  dated 
'*  .Loudon,  October  12th,  and  snbmil  lbs  views  10  the 
appreciation. "0 1  the  trade,  Mr,  Hvistendahl  says: 
"Coming  events  generally  cast  their  shadows 
before  lliem,,  and  what  lias  transpired  in  I  lie  coffee 
trade  in  the  early  part  of  the  season,  the  very  first 
three  months  fully  bears  out  the  ti  nth  and  cor- 
rectness ol  the  views  expressed  in  my  lasl  circular. 
(We  printed  extracts  from  this  111  our  issue  of  July 

29th  last.— Eds.  News),    When  I  look  to  the 

evolutions  ill  price,  the  movements  in  consuming 
markets,  the  reduction  ill  stocks,  or  the  altitude  oi 
of  producers,  I  find  full  justification  for  the  views 
I  then  enunciated, 

"We  have  in  this  short  space  of  lime  seen  fail 
Rio  coffee  advance  in  New  York  from  15^  cents, 
to  19X  cents,  peril).,  we  have  seen  consumption 
continue  full  swing  in  spite  of  this  advance,  we 
have  seen  a  Cabinet  Minister  in  Holland  take 
action  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  Slate  as  a 
large  owner  of  coffee  plantations  against  the  artful 
manipulations  by  "bears"  in  the  terminal  markets, 
and  we  have  seen  the  Rio  market  for  eight  con- 
secutive weeks  resist— and  with  success — all  at- 
tempts to  depress  the  value  of  (he  bean.  Surely 
these  are  signs  that  go  to  prove  that  we  are  in  a 
season  o(  quite  an  exceptional  character.  But  the 
great  feature  which  has  come  out  in  strong  relief 
during  the  three  months  which  have  passed  away,  is 
the  power  of  the  producer  over  price.  The  conttol 
of  the  pice  of  coffee  has  passed  from  the  hands  of 
the  consumer  into  the  hands  of  the  inoducer.  What 
this  implies  is  well  understood  by  leading  mer- 
chants in  the  trade;  but  it  is  neither  realized  nor 
understood  by  the  majority  of  operators  in  the 
terminal  markets.  For  years  past  we  have  hail  a 
full  supply  of  coffee  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
consumption,  and  in  such  circumstances  the  large 
shippers  and  importers  have  had  the  principal 
influence  in  determining  the  price  of  the  article  on 
behalf  of  the  consumer.  But  we  are  now,  for  the 
firsl  time  since  1873,  in  a  season  when  supply  is  un- 
doubtedly insullicieul  to  meet  the  requirement  of 
consuming  markets.  In  such  a  season,  the  powei 
of  the  manipulator  may  not  be  wholly  extinguish?, 
it  is  true,  but  it  will  be  far  less  effective.  Com 
lunations  formed  in  such  a  season  (or  the  purpose 
of  depressing  prices  are  certain  to  end  in  failure, 
although  they  may  have  a  temporary  show  of 
success.  In  such  a  season  too,  the  prospects  of 
the  next  crop  must  take  a  secondary  place  as 
element  influencing  price.  The  size  ot  the  ci  _ 
thai  is  being  actually  marketed  will  be  the  chief 
factor.  In  such  a  season  it  is  a  question  not  of 
"flowers"  but  ol  "coffee,"  and  it  is  obvious  that 
no  coffee  of  next  crop  can  reach  consuming  mar- 
kets before  July,  ami  then  only  in  driblets. 

"In  short,  all  attempts  to  artificially  depress 
prices  of  coffee  by  the  old-fashioned  methods  will 
be  found  unavailing,  unless  supported  by  the  action 
of  producers. 

"As  Brazil  is  the  principal  producer  of  coffee, 
the  really  important  question  is  :  'What  are  the 
Brazilians  going  to  do  ?'  1  stated  in  my  last 
circular  that  they  were  masters  of  the  situation.  It 
was  true  then.  It  is  equally  true  now.  Are  they 
likely  to  insist  upon  a  higher  level  of  price  than 
any  yet  reached,  or  will  they  be  content  to  let  their 
coffee  go  at  the  price  which  a  baud  of  bold 
speculators  are  now  attempting  to  establish  by 
selling  coffee  for  delivery  six  months  hence?  I 
may  be  mislaken,  but  my  impression  is  that  they 
are  more  likely  to  require  a  higher  price  than  a 
lower  one,  when  they  have  realized  what  is  the 
true  position  of  coffee  at  the  present  moment.  The 
position  of  coffee  was  markedly  in  their  favor  at 
die  end  of  June,  but  it  is  much  more  strongly  in 
their  favor  now.  It  may  lie  useful  to  point  out 
the  changes  which  have  taken  place  in  the  interval, 
and  in  order  to  give  a  full  and  complete  view  of 
the  situation,  I  propose  to  show  : 

I.— The  position   of  coffee  in  the  United  Stales. 

2.— The  position  of  coffee  in  Europe. 

4,— The  general  position  of  coflee." 

Mr.  I-Ivistendahl  furnishes  a  lable  showing  im- 
ports, slocks,  etc.  of  coffee  in  Ihe  United  Stales 
since  December,  iSHS  and  continues ; 

"What  naturally  firsl  attracts  attention  is  Ihe 
remarkable  reduction  in  the  slock  of  coffee  in  Ihe 
United  Stales'  ports.  At  the  end  of  June  the  slock 
was  6X1,7X5  bags.  At  the  end  ol  September  it 
bad  dwindled  to  lo  367,812  bags.  In  oilier  words, 
while  they  held  about  two  months'  consumption  on 
the  1st  of  [uly,  they  have  only  aboul  one  month's 
consumption  on  the  1st  of  October.  .  liul  this  is 
not  all,  I  lie  invisible  supply  has  in  llic  same  period 
been  reduced  by  81,476  bags,  so  llial  the  tolal  loss 
ol  reserve  in  the  United  Slates  in  ibree  months 
amounts  to  395,449  bugs.  And  yel  they  have 
within  this  period,  according  to  the  circular  ol 
Messrs.  William  Scott's  Son  &  Co.,  imported  from 
Emopeoi  Brazil  coffee  55,300  bags.  I  have  seen 
no  record  of  the  import  from  Europe  of  oilier  sorts, 
but  T  know  that  shipments  have  taken  place  of 
such,  and  it  is  probably  not  wide  '.if  the  mark  to 
say  that  America  has  drawn  about  60,000  bags  of 
coffee  between  1st  July  and  1st  October  from 
Europe.  What  would  be  Ihe  effect  on  European 
markets,  if  these  operations  should  again  be 
attempted  ?  I  leave  the  trade  to  supply  the  answer. 
But  that  Ihe  coffee  trade  in  the  United  Stales  is 
now  dangerously  dependent  on  the  action  of  the 
Brazilians  does  mil  admit  of  doubt,  for  the  quantity 
afloat  is  just  sufficient  to  meet  consumption  week 
by  week. 

"Such,  then  is  the  position  of  coffee  in  the 
United  Slates,  and  yet  operators  in  New  York  are 
forthcoming  who  are  prepared  to  sell  Rio  coffee 
No.  7,  a  quality  differing  but  litlle  from  "fair 
channel,"  at  15  cents,  per  lb,,  to  be  delivered  any 
month  from  January  to  May  next  year,  just  the 
period  when  the  severest  pinch  will  be  fell !  I" 

A  table  of  imports,  stocks,  etc.,  in  Europe  then 
follows  and  these  observations : 

'■What  is  most  striking  in  this  table  is  the 
reduction  in  the  stocks  in  the  eiglil  chief  ports. 
It  amounts  lo  no  less  than  509,150  bags  since  ihe 
end  of  June,  while  the  invisible  supply  simul- 
taneously has  diminished  by  125,060  bags.  The 
loss  of  reserve,  in  Europe,  during  tiie  first  three 
months  of  this  season,  thus  tots  up  to  654,210 
bags.  But  that  is  not  all.  Europe  has  bought  I 
very    little    coffee    lately    in    Brazil.      The  quantity 


afloat  up  to  this  date  is  very  light  ;  hence  Ibis 
reduction  in  slocks  will  go  on  throughout  October 
and  November,  and  in  December  as  well,  if 
European  Importers  of  coffee  do  nnl  make  a  rapid 
and  complete  change  of  front.  II  the  present 
policy  of  abstention  from  buying  be  persevered  in, 
we  should  sec  slocks  in  Europe,  by  the  1st  of 
January,  further  reduced  by  750,000  to  1,000,000 
bags  of  coffee.  I  do  not  believe  that  I  lie  far  seeing 
European  operators  in  coffee— and  they  are  not 
a  few  — will  suffer  such  a  slate  of  things  to  come  to 
pass,  Already,  at  ihe  moment' of  writing,  lin- 
stock of  coflee  in  Hamburg,  ihe  leading  European 
market,  is  dangerously  small;  the  slock  in  Havre 
will  rapidly  melt,  and  London,  as  a  new  terminal 
market,  acquiring  more  and  more  importance,  can 
not  afford  to  hold  as  small  a  stock  as  in  previous 
years.  If  European  importers  do  not  in  Nov- 
ember buy  largely  in  Rio  and  Santos,  we  must  be 
prepared  lo  see  a  reduction  in  European  stocks, 
which  would  bring  them  down  to  about  60,000 
tons,  or  about  one  million  bags  of  coffee.  But 
what  will  happen  if  Europe  should  adopt  the  only 
sound  policy,  ill  'my  opinion,  namely,  ol  buying 
largely  in  Brazil  at  the  earliest  opportunity?  Why, 
then  America  would  be  left  out  in  the  cold,  and 
would  once  more  probably  have  lo  come  to  Europe 
for  supplies  in  the  vain  atlcmpt  lo  coerce  the 
Brazilians.  When  the  producer,  as  is  now  the 
case,  has  control  of  the  market,  Ihe  consuming 
market  which  is  first  in  the  field  will  have  a  very 
great  advantage  over  its  competitor.  On  niofe 
than  one  occasion  has  America  had  lo  come  lo 
Europe  for  supplies  'if  coffee,  and  they  will  have 
lo  do  so  again  if  til ey  sell  coffee  lor  delivery  in 
distant  months  which  ihey  have  not  got,  in  the 
hope  or  with  the  view  of  depressing  markets  in 
Brazil,  instead  of  buying  coflee  there  as  they  ought 
to  have  done." 

The  third  section  of  Mr.  Ilvistendalil's  circular 
in  treating  of  the  position  in  Brazil  contains  the 
following?. 

"There  is  still  a  great  divergence  of  opinion  as 
to  the  actual  out-turn  of  the  crop  (1889-90)  now 
coming  to  market.  Some  place  it  ;is  low  as 
3.750,000  bags,  and  lhat  is  the  opinion  of  a  very 
well  informed  house  in  New  York.  Others  place 
it  even  lower,  bill  the  highest  estimate  that  I  have 
seen  recently  does  not  go  beyond  4,500,000  bags 
likely  lo  be  exported  from  Rio  and  Santos.  I,  who 
am  prepared  to  see  extraordinarily  high  prices  for 
coflee  in  the  course  of  this  season,  am  of  opinion 
thai  such  high  prices  will  bring  lo  ihe  ports  nearly 
all  Ihe  coffee  lhat  is  left  in  Brazil,  in  the  Rio  /.one, 
as  well  as  from  lire  Santos  zone.  For  ibis  reason, 
and  for  this  reason  only,  I  place  my  estimates 
of  ihe  coffee  likely  lo  be  received  al  Rio  and  Knnlns 
as  high  as  2,250,000  bags  al  each  port,  viz  :  a 
total  of  4,500,000  bags. 

"As  regards  the  Rio  crop  there  is  probably  no 
one  in  the  coffee  trade  with  an  unprejudiced  mind 
lhat  now  believes  in  the  estimate  of  1,300,000 
bags  left  over  from  the  old  crop.  I  have  seen,  not 
long  ago,  what  purports  to  be  an  explanation  of 
the  correctness  of  this  estimate,  namely,  that 
whereas  in  Rio  coffee  is  prepared  with  "water," 
in  Sanlos  quite  a  different  method  is  adopted,  and 
thai  owing  lo  the  dry  season  very  little  coffee  of 
new  crop  has  arrived  at  Rio.  Now,  it  so  happens 
that  friends  of  mine  at  the  end  of  July  wired  for 
special  information  on  this  point  to  Rio,  ami  ihe 
reply  was  that  tile  receipts  of  new  crop  coffee  con- 
stituted about  five-eights  oftbe  entire  receipts. then. 
"Since  then  110  particular  enquiries  have  been 
made,  but  it  is  clear  that  the  explanation  alluded 
lo  above  is  in  no  way  satisfactory.  In  my  circular 
issued  in  November  last  year  1  gave  reasons  lor 
the  opinion  I  held,  namely,  that  the  zone  tnbulary 
lo  Rio  was  retrograding  as  a  coflee  producing  dis- 
trict, and  I  now  find  that  opinion  more  and  more 
adopted.  In  a  circular  recently  issued  by  Messrs. 
John  Uradshaw  &  Co.,  1  find  the  followiug.state- 
menls  bearing  on  the  case  :  'As  far  as  Santos  is 
concerned  the  imported  labor  is  doing  fairly  well, 
and  the  emigrants,  chiefly  Italians,  will  soon 
effectual  I  y  replace  the  free  dm  en.  In  Rio  most 
distinctly  ihe  reverse  is  the  case.  The  Europeans 
can  not  stand  ihe  climate  of  that  province,  and  ihe 
freeilmen  so  far  will  not  sellle  down  to  work, 
Many  plantations,  therefore,  both  in  Minas  and 
Rio  have  been  so  neglected  for  want  of  clearing 
and  weeding  as  to  have  passed  out  of  cultivation.' 
This  I  think  is  a  fair  and  reasonable  explanation  of 
ihe  small  receipts  at  Rio.  With  regard  to  Santos 
Ihe  ease  is  somewhat  different.  Although  it  would 
be  imprudent  to  look  for  any  very  large  supplies 
from  this  quarter  lliis  season  owing  to  the  peculiar 


2,000,000  bags,  provided  my  eslimales  be  realized, 
"  Before  February  next  we  cannot  possibly 
receive  any  accounts  of  this  (1890-91)  crop  that 
will  be  worth  very  much.  We  know  as  a  posilive 
facl  that  the  firsl  flowering  has  been  very  unsatis- 
factory. The  second  may  be  heller,  but  ihe  fruit- 
ing  will  be  an  open  question  until  February.  Even 
after  that  period  the  crop  is  subject  to  many  vicis- 
situdes, In  the  ordinary  course  of  events,  bow- 
ever,  one  would  look  for  a  fair-sized  crop  to  follow 
such  a  small  one  as  now  is  coming  to  market.  The 
probabilily  is  that  Rio  will  yield  aboul  3,000,000  to 
3,500,000  and  Santos  2,500,000  to  3,000,000  bags. 
If  the  next  Brazilian  crops'  do  not  exceed  6,500,000 
bags,  there  will  in  any  case  not  be  sufficient  tor  the 
consumption  ol  the  world,  which  is  increasing  year 
by   year. 

"Noihiin;  but  the  certainty  of  an  extraordinarily 
large  Brazilian  crop  can  produce  any  appreciable 
influence  on  price  of  coffee  in  a  downward  direction 
this  season,  whereas  a  prospect  of  a  yield  al  or 
below  1  he  average  would  tend  to  put  up  prices  lo  a 
level  close  upon  that  touched  in  1873." 

Mr.  Hvistendahl  declares  he  has  no  information 
direct  as  to  crops  in  countries  other  than  Brazil,  bul 
quotes  New  York  advices  10  show  a  general  de- 
crease in  Central  America  and  he  enquires:  if  to  the 
Brazilian,  a  further  deficiency  of  500.000  bags  of 
other  kinds  be  added,  who  can  say  lo  what  price 
coflee  may  not  advance  ? 

The  general  position  of  coffee  is  prelaced  with  a 
lable  organized  partly  from  statistics  of  Messrs. 
Duuring  &  Zoon,  and  partly  organized  by  Mr. 
Hvistendahl  himself.  The  table  may  be. summar- 
ized as  follows  :

The  best  authority  on  ihe  Santos  crop,  Missis, 
llolworthy,  Ellis  &  Co.,  have  estimated  the  present 
crop  at  only  1,250,000  hags,  while  they  have 
placed  the  quantity  left  over  at  500,000  bags.  I[ 
would  thus  appear  thai  ihey  scarcely  look  for  an 
export  of  over  1,750,000  bags,  In  ordinary 
circumstances  I  should  not  hesitate  to  adopt  ihe 
small  estimate  of  these  friends,  but  I  consider  it 
very  likely  that  high  puces  will  drain  the  interior 
of  the  province  of  coffee  completely  before  we 
arrive  at  the  end  of  ihe  season,  and  that  is  the  only 
reason  I  estimate  ihe  receipts  at  Santos  for  18S9-90 
at  2,250,000  bags.  Very  likely  I  may  be  wrong  in 
placing  them  so  high,  but  if  I  err  then  I  shall  err 
on  the  right  side." 

Tables  follow  to  show  how  the  Rio  and  Santos 
estimates  are  arrived  al  and  Mr,  Hvistendahl 
proceeds : 

"Well  what  do  these  tables  leach  us  ?  They  show 
that  as  from  1st  October,  1SS9  to  31st  July,  1890, 
we  may  expect  to  receive  al  Rio  and  Santos  3,416,- 
000  bags  of  coffee,  compared  with  5,346,787  bags 
of  coffee  last  year,  but  that  is  subject  lo  the  crops 
realizing  together  4,500,000  bags,  which  is  at  J  lie 
present  moment  a  very  doubtful  question  indeed. 
This  means  a  deficiency  from  Brar.il  of  1,930,787 
lags  as  from  the  1st  of  October  this  year  to  30th 
June,  1890,  compared  with  corresponding  period 
lasl  year.  In  my  lasl  circular  I  showed  tiial  a 
Brazilian  crop  of  7,000,000  was  required  lo  suslahi 
ihe  presenl  consumption  of  the  world.  We  have 
thus    before  us  a  prospect  of  a    deficiency    of    fully

From  these  figures,  it  is  pointed  out,  may  be 
deduced  the  fact  lhat,  while  the  reserves  in  Europe 
and  America  are  reduced  by  1,029,659  bags  in  three 
moNihs,  an  increase  in  lira/ilian  slocks  and  sup- 
plies  reduces  the  absolute  difference  ill  ihe  supply 
10  79', 336  bags.  Mr.  Hvistendahl  considers  il 
makes  a  great  difference  under  present  circum- 
stances as  lo  the  position  of  the  stock,  and  stales 
thai  if  this  be  held  in  ISrazil  and  its  transfer  lo 
consuming  markets  becomes  necessary,  this  transfer 
is  then  a  mailer  of  price. 

Another  lable  shows  the  European  and  United 
Stales  reserves  at  various  dales  from  January  1st, 
1S87.  The  maximum  was  reached  on  June  1st, 
1SS7,  when  the  reserves  stood  at  8,400,054  bags, 
and  has  become  steadily  reduced  until,  as  staled 
above,  it  reached  3,952,323  bags  on  October  isl 
lasl, 

III  conclusion  Mr.  Hvistendahl  addresses  some 
advice  lo  Brazilians,  in  which  be  deprecales  ihe 
formation  u(  syndicates,  or  "corners"  by  litem  to 
force  up  prices,  1ml  advocates  resistance  lo  buyers' 
views  al  anything  under  20  cents  per  lb.  for  New 
York  No.  7.  He  considers  further  lhat  28  cents 
would  be  a  misfortune,  if  reached,  but  thai  23 — 24 
cents  for  fair  Rio  would  be  "a  genlle  but  necessary 
curb  put  upon  consumption."

__U  is  said  that  Sr.  Revy  lias  been  relieved 
from  all  further  service  to  Brazil.  And  that 
famous  dam  is  not  finished  yet  | 

.The  number  of  "national  hymns"  already  on 

the  market  shows  the  fecundity  ol  the  soil  for  this 
kind  of  product.  If  potatoes  could  lie  produced  as 
easily  Brazil  would  indeed  he  a  favored  land. 

—It  is  decreed  that  the  new  postage  stamps  shall 
contain  the  arms  of  the  republic— a  celestial  sphere 
containing  the  "southern  cross,"  astronomically 
arranged— surrounded  by  the  words  "Republics. 
das  Estados  Unidos  do  Brazil." 

—The  young  foot  Adriano  Augusto  do  Valle, 
who  fired  off  a  revolver  on  the  night  of  July  15th 
as  the  Emperor's  carriage  was  passing,  and  was 
indicted  lor  attempted  assassination,  was  acquitted 
before  a  jury  on  the  23rd  inst.  on  the  first  count. 

—In  regard  to  the  statement  now  going  the 
rounds  ol  the  press  lo  the  effect  ibat  the  United 
States  government  has  offered  to  loan  Brazil  all  the 
money  she  wants,  we  can  say  that  it  is  too  absurd 
for  even  a  contradiction.  The  Washington  gov- 
ernment has  no  authority  to  loan  money. 

—  The  dangerous  character  of  the  army  was 
exposed  in  these  columns  on  July  5th,  1SS5,  when, 
quoting  from  the  minister  of  war,  it  was  shown  to 
consist  of  "30  generals,  7,436  officers  and  13,500 
private  soldiers."  The  proportion  of  soldiers  was 
too  great  and  made  the  officers  restless. 

—The  local  press  does  not  seem  altogether 
agreed  as  to  the  effect  of  the  abolition  law  ol  May, 
iSMS,  upon  the  revolution  of  November,  1889.  A 
majority  seem  to  consider  that  the  latter  was  the 
natural  consequence  of  the  former  from  a  liberal 
reason — slavery  had  "bolstered  np"  the  monarchy 
and  once  that  was  withdrawn  a  (all  was  certain. 
The  Novidades  alone  claims  lor  the  planters,  whose 
discontent  aroused  by  the  abolition  law  was  only 
partly  satisfied  by  the  "aid  to  agriculture,"  (hat  it 
was  ihe  withdrawal  of  their  support  which  had 
been  on  previous  occasions  extended  the  Crown 
under  similar  circumstances,  that  caused  the  rev- 
olution, and  our  colleague  now  suggests  (hat  the 
Treasury  investigate  as  to  the  total  balance  to  be 
advanced  agriculture  under  the  Onto  Preto  con- 
tracts  with  the  banks  and  pay  over  this  amount 
immediately,  which  it  may  be  used  in  extending  aid 
to  the  planters.  The  outlook  for  the  minister  of 
finance  is  not  promising,  if  within  the  first  week 
of  the  republic  a  regular  run  is  to  be  made  on  the 
resources  of  the  Treasury,

Financial  Notes 

—On  the  tSlh  the  Banco  do  Brazil  deposited  in 
the  Treasury  11,250,000$  in  gold,  against  which  it 
lias  asked  for  the  right  to  issue  currency. 

— The  organization  of  banks  received  no  check 
by  the  change  in  the  form  of  government.  The 
Banco  das  Classes  Laboriosas  (Bank  of  the  Labor, 
ing  Classes)  is  the  last  one  offered  the  public.  The 
proposed  capital  is  3,000,000$  in  shares  of  50$ 
each  and  a  scheme  lor  a  semi-annual  drawing  of 
shares  with  premiums  is  a  feature  of  the  new  bank. 

—The  Jornal  do  Commercio  on  the  22nd  men- 
tions a  report  that  by  initiative  of  a  student  at  the 
Military  Academy  the  national  army  will  organize 
a  subscription,  the  product  of  which  is  lo  be  em- 
ployed in  paying  a  part  or  the  whole  of  the  foreign 
debt.  The  project  has,  been  taken  up  generally; 
public  employes  and  private  individuals  agreeing 
to  contribute. 

— Decree  No.  10,433  dated  on  November  9th 
and  published  in  the  Diario  Official  of  the  20th 
giants  an  interest  guarantee  of  6  per  ceiit.  for  25 
years  to  Messrs.  Ilaupl  &  Co.  of  this  city  on  a 
capital  of  9,750,000$  to  be  employed  in  10  central 
factories  for  the  manufacture  of  sugar  and  alcohol. 
Of  these  factories  five  will.be  established  111  the 
province  of  Ikhia,  two  in  Pernambuco  and  one 
each  in  Maranham,  Espirito  Santo  and  Mhias 
Geraes. 

—It  is  certainly  a  mistake  on  (lie  part  ofsonii'  of 
die  banks  to  post  an  official  rale  and  then  refuse 
money  offered.  Tt  merely  starts  criticism  and 
advances  no  interest  of  (he  nation.  If  a  hank  fixes 
2?K  as  its  rate,  the  directors  have  no  right  to 
inquire  why  money  is  brought  there  in  preference 
to  other  institutions,  nor  is  it  business  to  quote 
'his  rale  merely  because  a  thousand  pounds  or  so 
is  done  over  the  counter.  The  official  published 
rates  have  been  delusive  for  the  whole  of  the  week 
past,  and  however  much  they  may  mystify  outsiders, 
those  in  contact  with  the  market  know  that  they 
do  not  show  at  what  rates  business  could  be  done.
